O n our many nature walks 
with the late, great Fort 
Erie naturalist, Bert Miller, I 
wanted to ask him many questions. 

I was only an inquisitive boy. 

I remember my father would 
often reach out for my arm. “Wait! 
He’s praying.” There in the great 
outdoors Bert would take a few 
minutes to talk with his God. What 
impact on my father? My father 
eventually took Bert’s place as 
template foreman at Horton Steel. 
My father began to attend church 
regularly. 

Why? I believe Bert’s love for 
nature and the Creator had a lasting 
effect on my father. 

Thank you Bert on this Father’s 
Day weekend. Take the time to 
thank your father both earthly 
and Heavenly. Remember “father 
figures” such as people like Bert 
Miller. What impact did they have 
on your life? 

Bert Miller loved Tulip trees. One 
especially was the giant Tulip tree 
near Lake Erie in the Rose Hill area. 
I remember measuring it with Bert 


and my father. The two men placed 
a cord around the base. They had 
me hold one end. The two men then 
took out their foldup measuring 
rulers and laid them end to end on 
the stretched out cord. Sixteen and 
a half feet was the circumference! 
One large tree. Sadly cut down in 
the 1950s. Bert was heartbroken.

We were at Longwood 
Gardens outside of Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. There standing 
straight and tall- Tulip trees. 
According to the records they were 
over 200 years old and the tallest 
deciduous trees in North America. 

Come and see our own Tulip 
tree at Marcy Woods on the Lower 
Trail. Stop and look up at its straight 
trunk. 

This late spring look for green- 
petaled flowers with orange-yellow 
splotches. The leaf looks familiar. It 
serves as the logo for our Niagara 
Conservation Authority. A valuable 
lumber tree so don’t let anyone cut 
it down! Remember Bert Miller’s 
Rosehill Tulip tree.

Saturn rings 


In 2009, astronomers discovered a huge eighth 
ring around Saturn. Dubbed the "Phoebe ring" it 
lies far outside the planet's seven main ring groups 
and is made of dark particles, which are hard to 
spot except in infrared light. 

A new study reveals this ring is 30% larger 
than previously thought, covering an area 
7,000 times larger than Saturn itself.
